In ad­

which were not judged Thursday, oc­ 
cupied part of the forenoon. 
Because Adams county’s apple crop 
in 1922 was not up to the standard 
of previous years, there was no co u n ts 
exhibit in this class aa in former 
years. 
There was said to have been 
but one individual exhibitor of ap­ 
ples at the show from this county. 
Of the three classes of hogs sold 
Thursday, Duroc-Jerseys brought the 
highest average price, $101, for the 
thirty-two hogs sold. 
In the Chester 
White class, the hogs were sold at 
an average of $82. In this class, the 
highest price brought was that paid 
for lady Monster, III, consigned bv 
Aiigust Rorrfbold, of New Brighton.

ment, died at his home in Arlesheim, 
near Basle, Switzerland, in December, 
according to word just received hen1. 
For many years he was 
one of the 
leading statesm en in Switzerland. 


Colonel Frey joined General Hook­ 
e r’s 
command as standard bearer in 
1861 and in the capacity of 
Captain 
took 
part in the drives in Missouri 
and Kentucky and later in Virginia 
campaigns. He 
remained in 
prison 
for eighteen months after his capture 
here and then, physically weakened, 
rejoined his regim ent. 
His death occurred in the house in 
which he was born. 
He was eighty 
five years old. 
As his experiences in the war had 
practically wrecked his health, Frey 
who had 
fully resolved, and by 
his 
m ilitary actions shown, that he meant 
to make the United States his second 
home, returned to his native Arlesheim 
for recuperation and th at visit proved 
another turning point in his life. In­ 
stead of coming back to this country, 
as he had planned, his fellow-citizens 
and the entire population of his can­ 
ton Basel-Land showered honors up­ 
on him as an American Civil W ar hero 
and as there had ju st been a deadlock 
in the elections for a cantonal Secre­ 
tary, 
the office was 
unanimously 
pressed on him. A year later, in May 
1886, 
he became a 
member of the 
State Senate and shortly after he was 
elected 
president of th at 
body and 
as such 
he figured as 
head of the 
Educational, the Military and Interior 
D epartm ents. 
Upon completion of a second term 
Grey 
resigned, in order to join the 
editorial 
staff of the “Basler Nach- 
richten,” a liberal organ at that time, 
with which step he also entered into 
a wider political field. 
Shortly after 
he was 
elected 
into the 
Natiqnal 
Council, where he
